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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: 151, 312, 314, 316, 532, 534. 536, 636, 638, 772, and 773. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or amendment to the specification 
to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action.

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it exceeds the 1 50 word 
limit. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

3. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention 
is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Regarding claims 1-14, these claims appear to be merely data per se and are 
not statutory. MPEP 2106 describes why a claim to non-functional descriptive material 
is non-statutory. These claims merely set forth an electronic commercial. Please see 
MPEP 2106 for the basis of this rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

4. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Shaw (U.S. Patent No. 5,809,242). Shaw teaches an electronic commercial received 
by a recipient that includes all of the limitations recited in the above claims. 

Regarding claims 1, 2, 10, and 13, Shaw teaches receiving advertisements 
while receiving email (Abstract) and opening the advertisements while reading the email 
(Column 4, Lines 42-47). Shaw teaches the email program as joining the email and 
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advertisements into one display (Figure 8), and thus the advertisements are "part" of the 
email messages and are visually attached. The email messages are opened and read 
while offline, and thus they are locally resident (Column 4, Lines 42-47). Shaw also 
teaches an interface with multiple inter-navigable pages (Figure 8, Reference 813) with 
different content clips (Figure 8, Reference 821). Since Shaw teaches an email client, 
this represents an interface in which a recipient can opt into a mailing list. 

Regarding claim 3, the program is running on a computer, and thus it is an 
executable file. 

Regarding claims 4-6, Shaw teaches a branding graphic with a hyperlink 
(Figure 10, Reference 800). Splash is an example of a 3^^ party advertiser who is 
gaining an incentive by having the user view the Splash advertisement. 

Regarding claim 7, Shaw teaches the email as being opened on a computer 
using Microsoft windows (Column 3, Lines 25-29). Alt-tab is an inherent feature of 
Microsoft Windows for navigating through various windows. 

Regarding claim 8, Shaw teaches downloading additional pages while viewing a 
page (Figure 10). 

Regarding claims 9, 11, 12 and 14, Shaw teaches providing an interface for 
securing an order from the recipient for customized advertising (Figure 7). This also 
represents the user registering and voting on types of television programming.
